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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set fortli in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on 1/17/08 has been entered. 

Applicant's amendment filed on 1/17/08 acknowledged. 

Status of claims 

2. Claims 2, 4-7, 9-11, 14-22, and 24 are canceled. 
Claims 1 and 23 are amended. 

New claim 26 is added. 

Claims 1, 3, 8, 12, 13, 23, 25 and 26 are pending and under examination. 

3. In view of amendment to claims 1 and 23 and arguments of record, the written 
description rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph is withdrawn. 

4. In view of amendment to claims 1 and 23, and arguments of record, the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Bailey et al 1 995 or Schulte et al 1 997 is 
withdrawn because Bailey does not teach or suggest an isolated peptide comprising an Acetyl 
CoA carboxylase (ACCase) having a nonfunctional biotin binding domain, having a 
nonfunctional carboxy transferase domain, and having a functional biotin carboxylase domain 
that binds to soraphen. Further the prior art does not teach an isolated peptide consisting 
essentially of functional biotin carboxylase domain that binds to soraphen. 

Conclusion
